A HARD HIT. 


Coll Dean, ex-President of the San 


Francisco Stock Exchange, addressed 
the New York Bullion Club the other 
evening, 
concerning the 
Comstock 


mines. He charged general deception 
toward stockholders by the managers ol 
the Comstock lode. 
He stated that 


three new "bonanzas" has been discov- 
ered on the Comstock lode. The mana- 
gers kept these discoveries to themselves 
and stockholders were not made partic- 
ipants in the profits. These things he 
had spoken of, he said, "because he 
wore no man's collar." 


BETTER TIMES. 


The Lyon County Times takes a hope- 


ful view of the future of the Comstock. 
It says: 


Through the gloom which has en- 


shrouded the Comstock since the smash 
in stocks, four months ago, light breaks 
at last. The long-pending compromise 
with the Sutro Company has been ef- 
fected, and the great adit must be made 
ready, within ninety days, for use by 
the mines for purposes of drainage. 
This will necesitate the employment oi 
from 500 to 700 men, about half ol 
whom will work from the Virginia end 
The employment of that additional 
number of men means an increase 
$500,000 to $1,000,000 per mouth to the 
money in general circulation in Storey 
and Lyon counties, an increased de- 
mand for nil manner of goods and 
corresponding revival of all local busi- 
nesses. By the time the drain is com- 
pleted the Sierra Nevada incline wil 
be down to the 2400-level, crosscuts can 
be begun in that and in many of the 
other leading mines, with fair prospects 
of at least three good-sized bonanzas 
being shown up, the drifts from the 
various mines to connect with the Sutro 
Tunnel will be pushed with renewec 
energy, and there will doubtless be em- 
ployment, at a liberal rate of pay, for 
another thousand or two 
of men. 


Since the resumption of specie payment 
houses has been slowly but surely re- 
viving in the Eastern trade centers; the 
Comstock is evidently about to "fall in- 
to line" by entering upon a season o: 
great prosperity. 


THE CHINESE MUST Go.—The people 


of Leadville refuse to allow Chinamen 
to settle in that thriving mining center 
Tho very moment one puts in an ap- 
pearance, he gets bounced. The Eclipse 
of that town, under dato of March 31st, 
publishes the following: A foolhardy 
son-of-a-gun from the far off shores of 
China, who meandered hitherward in 
search of shekels of gold, silver and 
paper, to be acquired by patient pad- 
dling in scorching suds, entered Lead- 
ville late in the afternoon of Thursday 
last. Fifteen minutes later his baggage 
was in flames, and poor John, divested 
of his precious queue, his hat, coat and 
sandles, went flying towards Western 
Puss, followed by a mob of hooting boys, 
who pelted him with mud and missiles 
of all descriptions. 
A telegram from 


Denver, received last evening, states 
that John passed through there yester 
day, bound for 'Frisco. The war-cry 
of the boys was: "The Chinese must 
go."

EDISON. 


We remember meeting Mr. Edison, 


some years ago, when he was mosl 
deeply absorbed in his experiments re- 
lating to the couductibility of sound 
through the various mediums, and hac 
a long nnd interesting conversation 
with him on that subject. We conversed 
upon the well-known fact that the same 
medium of transmission had different 
properties at different tunes. We both 
cited instances in which a man forty- 
three years old, though using his ut- 
most strength of lung and voice, conic 
not shout loud enough, at half past six 
o'clock in the morning, to awaken a 
boy nine years old just on the other side 
of a lath and plaster partition, while ai 
eleven o'clock that night the same boy 
would hear a low whistle on the side- 
walk, through three doors and two 
flights of stairs, and would spring in- 
stimtly out of a sound sleep in response 
to it. It was a belief of Mr. Edison's 
at that time, that sound could be mado 
to travel as rapidly as feeling, nnd to 
test the matter he had invented n delicate 
machine called 
the spanctrophone, 


which he was just about trying when 
we met him. We were greatly interest- 
ed in the machine and readily agreed to 
assist in the experiment. By the aid oi 
Mr. Edison and a street car nickel, we 
enticed into the laboratory a boy about 
seven years old. After many times re- 
assuring 
him 
and 
promising him 


solemnly that he would not be hurt, we 
got the machine attached to him, and 
the great inventor laid the boy across 
his knees in the most approved, old- 
fashioned Solomonic method. 
On a 


disc of the machine delicate indices 
were to record, one the exact time oi 
the sound of the spank, the other the 
exact second tho boy howled. The boy 
wss a little suspicions nt this point of 
the experiment, and with his head part- 
ly turned, was glaring fearfully at the 
inventor. Mr. Edison raised his hand. 
A piercing howl rent the air, followed 
by a sharp concussion like the snapping 
of a musket cap, and when we examined 
the dial plate of the machine, infallible 
science proudly demonstrated that the 
boy howled sixty-eight seconds before 
he was slapped. The boy went down 
stairs in three strides, with an injured 
look npon his fearful face. Mr. Edison 
threw the machine out of the window 
after the urchin, and we felt that it was 
no time to intrude upon the sorrows of 
a great soul, writhing under a humiliat- 
ing sense of failure. We have never 
met Mr. Edison since, but we have al- 
ways thought he didn't know much 
about boys, or he would know how 
utterly unreliable the best of 'them 
would be for a scientific experiment.— 
[Hawkeye.

The Commit- 
ee has made enemies; this -was to be 
xpected, for as custodians of a public 
rust they had to be careful and so cut 
own some applications and entirely re- 
ecttd others, while in a few instances 
bey have found it just to increase the 
allowances. As a whole they have done 
heir work well, and should be com- 
mended for what they have so ably 
[One. They hope to close up their du- 
ies to-day or to-morrow, und will be 
lad to relinquish their arduous and 
hankless duties.
